PRESIDENT'S  GREETINGS 


The  relaxing  days  of  our  club  vacation  are  at  an  end  and 
we  begin  to  take  up  once  more  the  threads  of  our  work,  some 
earlier,  some  later,  as  we  note  the  field  from  mountain  to 
shore. 

Those  of  us  who  attended  the  Biennial  at  Boston  approach 
this  work  with  a  new  enthusiasm,  full  and  overflowing.  Our 
desire  is  to  pass  this  on  to  all  club  women  who  were  not 
so  fortunate.  They  must,  however,  find  their  impetus  at 
second  hand  and  yet  not  so,  for  they  can  each  make  indi- 
vidual attack  on  the  fountain  head  and  draw  each  for  herself. 

Possibly  the  greatest  source  of  enthusiasm  will  be  found 
in  reading  the  official  report  of  the  Biennial.  In  this  book 
are  printed  all  addresses  and  reports  delivered  in  Symphony 
Hall.  It  will  contain  several  hundred  pages  and  can  be 
obtained  for  the  small  price  of  twenty-five  cents.  It  will 
bring  the  Biennial  to  your  very  door  and  I  urge  its  perusal 
by  all. 
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I  urge,  also,  that  each  individual  club  member  keep 
herself,  during  the  coming  months,  more  fully  informed  on 
club  work.  The  work  of  our  State,  as  well  as  that  of  our 
neighbors  among  the  Atlantic  and  Gulf  States,  can  always 
be  found  in  the  pages  of  The  Keystone.  In  The  Federation 
Bulletin  is  found  the  work  of  the  General  Federation  of 
Women's  Clubs,  which  is  but  the  club  news  from  the  States 
of  the  entire  country.  These  two  magazines  should  be  read 
by  each  member  without  fail. 

I  beg  each  chairman  of  a  department  to  keep  herself 
closely  in  touch  with  the  corresponding  work  of  the  General 
Federation  of  Women's  Clubs.  Where  any  doubt  exists 
regarding  the  best  method  for  obtaining  such  information, 
I  recommend  an  appeal  to  our  General  Federation  State 
Secretary,  who  is  the  medium  between  the  General  Federa- 
tion and  the  State  Federation  and  who  can  furnish  all 
needed  names  and  addresses. 

Each  individual  club  can  obtain  from  the  G.  F.  W.  C. 
a  program  for  whatsoever  work  it  desires  to  pursue,  and  can 
doubtless  find  books  to  be  used  along  the  desired  line.  I 
urge  you  to  take  advantage  of  these  privileges,  now,  while 
your  winter's  work  is  being  planned.  Send  to  Mrs.  Mary 
I,  Wood,  Portsmouth,  N".  H.,  and  ask  from  the  Bureau  of 
Information  anything  you  desire,  but  be  definite,  not  general, 
in  your  request.  The  response  to  requests  is  almost  as  limit- 
less as  the  requests  themselves.  Let  this  year  bring  us 
closer  than  ever  to  this  great  organization  and  may  its 
close  find  our  number  of  clubs  holding  individual  member- 
ship increased  from  the  small  number  of  three  to  many  more. 

I  would  remind  the  clubs  that  we  have  before  us  the  hope 
of  winning  for  our  State  a  Compulsory  Education  Law  and  a 
Library  Commission,  Let  us  keep  these  thoughts  ever  before 
us  and  use  every  opportunity  to  impress  upon  the  minds  of 
those  who  make  our  laws  that  these  things,  and  better  Child 
Labor  Laws,  are  the  desires  of  our  hearts  for  the  future  good 
of  our  State,  Show  them  what  has  already  been  done  through 
the   securing  of  many   scholarships  in  the   colleges    and   the 
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University  of  tlie  State  and  let  them  see  tliat  the  women  of 
the  State  stand  for  education  and  recognize  it  as  the  one 
great  force  for  the  uplifting  of  our  people  and  the  remov- 
ing of  its  stigma  of  illiteracy. 

I  recommend  that  each  club  give  one  number  on  its  pro- 
gram to  the  study  of  the  work  of  the  State  Federation.  A 
mere  report  from  your  delegates  to  the  Convention  is  not 
sufficient.  Each  step  in  the  work  should  be  brought 
thoroughly  before  the  clubs,  and  all  that  this  Year  Book  con- 
tains should  be  read  before  each  club.  Let  the  purely  literary 
club  see  what  the  civic  work  means,  let  the  civic  club  read 
what  is  done  by  the  art  cloib,  let  each  and  all  study  the 
breadth  of  our  foundation  and  build  for  themselves  a  struc- 
ture worthy  of  it.

REPORT  OF  THE  ANNUAL  MEETING 


The  opening  session  of  the  Sixth  Annual  Convention  of 
the  North  Carolina  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs  was  held 
in  Elks'  Temple,  Greensboro,  Tuesday  afternoon,  May  5, 
1908,  at  3:30  o'clock. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  President,  Miss 
Margaret  Lovell  Gibson,  of  Wilmington.  Mrs.  Lucy  H. 
Eobertson,  of  Greensboro,  made  the  invocation.  The  address 
of  welcome  by  Mrs.  B.  C.  Sharpe,  of  Greensboro,  was 
responded  to  by  Mrs.  Eugene  Eeilley,  of  Charlotte,  on 
behalf  of  the  Federation. 

The  President's  annual  message  to  the  Federation  was 
embodied  in  a  concise  and  comprehensive  address  reviewing 
and  commending  the  work  already  done  and  urging  further 
activity  along  specified  lines.  Mrs.  Emma  A.  Fox,  of  Detroit, 
spoke  with  enthusiasm  of  the  work  of  the   General  Federa- 
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tion  of  Women 's  Clubs,  giving  a  brief  account  of  its  history, 
enumerating  its  advantages  to  its  members,  explaining  its 
value  as  a  force  for  good  throughout  the  country,  and  recom- 
mending renewed  effort  towards  increasing  its  membership. 
Then  was  read  a  message  from  Mrs.  Sarah  S.  Piatt  Decker, 
President  of  the  General  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs,  the 
purport  of  which  was  a  plea  that  the  club  be  not  an  incident 
but  a  profession  devoted  to  the  general  uplift  of  the 
community. 

Committees  on  Credentials,  Eules  and  Eegulations, 
Press,  and  Courtesies  were  appointed,  and  the  meeting 
adjourned,  a  renewed  invitation  having  been  given  to  attend 
in  the  evening  a  reception  by  the  Greensboro  Clubs  at  the 
home  of  Mrs.  E.  P.  Wharton. 

The  second  session  was  held  in  Cornelian  Hall,  at  the 
State  Normal  and  Industrial  College,  at  10:00  o'clock, 
Wednesday  morning.  Miss  Margaret  Lovell  Gibson,  the 
President,  in  the  chair.  Eeports  were  heard  from  the 
Executive  Board,  the  General  Federation  State  Secretary, 
and  the  officers  of  the  Federation.  The  Corresponding  Secre- 
tary's report  showed  the  addition  of  four  new  clubs,  making 
a  total  of  36  clubs  in  the  Federation  with  an  aggregate 
membership  of  1186,  as  against  the  preceding  year's  record 
of  32  clubs  with  1000  members.  The  Treasurer  reported  an 
increase  in  revenue  of  $15.22,  or  14  per  cent.,  and  a  balance 
May  1st  of  $75.70.  The  Credential  Committee  reported  63 
members  present,  twelve  on  the  Executive  Board  and  fitty- 
one  delegates. 

Mrs.  Emma  A.  Fox  lectured  on  parliamentary  usage.  Mrs. 
Annie  Smith  Boss,  of  Charlotte,  President  of  the  North 
Carolina  Library  Association,  spoke  on  the  subject  of  State 
Aid  to  Libraries,  with  the  purpose  of  stimulating  interest 
throughout  federated  clubs,  in  obtaining  an  appropriation 
from  the  Legislature  for  the  establishment  of  a  Library  Com- 
mission. The  discussion  ensuing  resulted  in  the  appointment 
of  a  Library  Commission  Committee  to  co-operate  with  the 
North  Carolina  Library  Association  and  to  report  progress 
at  the  next  meeting  of  that  association. 
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Eeports  from  chairmen  of  departments  followed.  Mrs. 
F.  L.  Stevens,  of  Kraleigh,  Chairman  of  the  Department  of 
Education,  at  the  conclusion  of  her  report,  presented  to  the 
Federation  for  her  department  eight  scholarships,  seven 
from  the  State  Agricultural  and  Mechanical  College,  and 
one  from  the  State  University, 

The  morning  session  adjourned  for  a  luncheon  to  the 
delegates  by  the  domestic  science  classes  of  the  State  Normal 
College. 

The  Wednesday  afternoon  session  was  occupied  in  con- 
cluding the  department  reports.  The  philanthropic  spirit 
of  the  clubs  evinced  itself  in  pledges  to  the  Industrial  and 
Child  Labor  Department  amounting  to  $320  for  the  Stone- 
wall Jackson  Training  School.  Mrs.  W.  N.  Hutt,  of  Ealeigh, 
set  forth  the  work  of  farmers'  institutes,  showing  the  benefit 
accruing  therefrom  to  women  on  the  farm,  and  soliciting 
the  interest  of  the  clubs  in  improving  the  cultural  and 
domestic  opportunities  of  these  women  in  remote  sections. 
The  Mrs.  Stonewall  Jackson  Scholarship  Fund  was  reported 
of  sufficient  amount  to  make  available  in  September  a  $50.00 
scholarship  at  Salem  Academy.  The  Federation  was  then 
invited  to  meet  the  students  of  the  Normal  College,  to  whom 
the  President,  the  Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Educa- 
tion, and  Mrs.  Fox  made  short  addresses.  In  the  evening 
the  clubs  assembled  in  Elks'  Temple  to  hear  an  inspiring 
lecture  on  Southern  Literature,  by  Dr.  C.  Alphonso  Smith,  of 
the  State  University. 

The  meeting  on  Thursday  morning  was  opened  by  the 
President  at  10:00  o'clock  in  Adelphian  Hall,  at  the  State 
Normal  College,  Amendments  to  the  constitution  were 
adopted.  Eecommendations  by  the  Board  of  Directors  were 
next  considered  and  resulted  in — 

1.  The  appointment  of  a  Scholarship  Committee  to  see 
to  the  placing  of  the  scholarships  presented  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Education,  and  to  consider  the  feasibility  of  work- 
ing for  the  International  Scholarship  of  the  General  Federa- 
tion of  Women's  Clubs,  and  for  a  full  scholarship  at  the 
State  Normal  College. 


2.  The  appointment  of  a  Legislative  Committee  to  work 
under  the  Department  of  Education  for  educational  and 
civic  reforms. 

3.  The  addition  of  a  Forestry  Department  to  the  Depart- 
ments of  the  Federation, 

4.  The  changing  of  Department  names  to  conform  with 
General  Federation  terms,  as  follows:  Department  of  Village 
Improvement  to  Civic  Department;  Department  of  State 
Charities  to  Industrial  and  Child  Labor  Department;  Depart- 
ment of  Home  Economics  to  Household  Economics  Department. 

The  President  appointed  four  delegates,  with  alternates, 
to  the  Biennial  Meeting  of  the  General  Federation  of 
Women's  Clubs,  to  be  held  in  Boston  in  June,  and  two 
delegates  to  the  Peace  Conference.  The  three-minute  reports 
from  club  presidents  gave  abundant  evidence  of  earnest 
work  within  the  clubs  and  hearty  concord  with  the  larger 
aims  of  the  Federation.  The  nominating  committee's  report 
was  followed  by  the  election  of  officers. 

Mrs.  W.  S.  Primrose,  President  of  the  Woman's  Club  of 
Ealeigh,  presented  greetings  from  her  club  and  extended  an 
invitation  to  the  Federation  to  hold  its  Seventh  Annual 
Convention  in  Ealeigh  in  1909.  The  Committee  on  Courtesies 
expressed  grateful  acknowledgment  of  all  attentions  shown 
the  Federation  while  in  Greensboro,  and  sent  copies  of  its 
report  to  the  Greensboro  press.  All  business  having  been 
disposed  of,  the  Thursday  morning  session  adjourned  to  accept 
an  invitation  to  lunch  at  Greensboro  Female  College.  After 
luncheon  carriages  were  provided  by  the  local  chapter, 
Daughters  of  the  Eevolution,  for  a  drive  to  Guilford  Battle 
Ground,  where  Major  Joseph  M.  Morehead,  President  of  the 
Battle  Ground  Association,  became  the  invaluable  cicerone  of 
the  party.  A  reception  given  in  their  club  rooms  by  the  Mer- 
chants and  Manufacturers  Club  of  Greensboro  on  Thursday 
evening  brought  to  a  close  in  pleasurable  social  intercourse 
the  Sixth  Annual  Convention  of  the  North  Carolina  Federa- 
tion of  Women's  Clubs.

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REPORTS  FROM  DEPARTMENTS 


LIBRARY  EXTENSION  DEPARTMENT 

Mrs.  Sol  Weil,  Chairman,  Goldsboro 

Last  May  your  Committee  had  the  privilege  of  attend- 
ing the  Annual  Conference  of  the  American  Library  Associa- 
tion. Eeports  on  library  developments  in  the  Southern 
States  prove  that  women's  clubs  are  among  the  most  active 
and  potent  agencies  in  kindling  enthusiasm  in  the  fostering 
of  library  service,  and,  to  quote  the  President  of  the  North 
Carolina  Library  Association,  ''one  of  the  mightiest  forces 
in  our  library  extension  is  the  Federation  of  Women's 
Clubs". 

Many  of  the  clubs  have  done  valuable  work  in  helping 
to  establish  free  public  libraries  on  a  municipal  ownership 
basis  to  take  the  place  of  the  old  subscription  and  club 
library.  In  1907-1908  the  libraries  of  Wilmington,  Golds- 
boro, New  Bern,  and  Kinston  became  free  public  libraries 
through  the  efforts  of  the  Library  Extension  Department  of 
the  State  Federation. 

Seven  federated  clubs  have  reported  to  the  Library 
Extension  Committee  showing  in  all  a  record  of  63  traveling 
library  cases,  averaging  35  volumes  to  the  case,  a  gain  of 
27  cases  over  last  year's  record.  One  of  these  clubs  gave 
1200  volumes  to  its  Carnegie  Library  and  260  volumes  to 
a  public  school;  another  purchased  $250  worth  of  books  for 
the  rural  schools  of  its  county.  Over  1000  magazines  were 
distributed  by  other  clubs  to  rural  districts. 

Last  year  this  Federation  promised  its  support  in  the 
securing  of  such  legislation  as  will  make  possible  a  Library 
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Commission.  The  effort  to  secure  this  legislation  has 
increased  the  general  interest  in  it  and  reasonably  insures 
the  enactment  of  the  much  needed  library  law  by  the  next 
Legislature.  The  traveling  library  is  already  an  assured 
step  in  supplying  books  to  farmers  and  residents  of  small 
villages;  in  the  hands  of  the  State  Commission  it  would 
become  the  foundation  for  the  establishment  of  permanent 
local  libraries.  A  State  system  is  best  because  it  has  the 
State  behind  it  and  is  not  likely  to  fail  after  a  few  years. 
Communities  feel  more  free  to  borrow  that  which  is  provided 
and  supported  by  public  taxation.  The  pioneer  work,  then, 
before  us  is  to  create  public  sentiment  that  will  demand  and 
support  a  Library  Commission.  Advance  work  in  prepar- 
ing the  public  mind  for  the  new  system  has  to  be  done.  The 
press,  the  woman's  club,  and  individual  effort  must  be 
employed  for  this  purpose.  Whether  this  change  is  made 
or  not  the  future  of  library  development  in  the  South  lies 
in  the  establishment  of  the  State  Commission  to  dispense 
State  aid. 

Your  chairman  recommends  that  a  record  of  the  work 
of  the  Library  Extension  Department  be  published  fully 
and  frequently,  that  a  knowledge  of  the  purposes,  aims,  and 
usefulness  of  the  organization  may  be  disseminated  and 
increased,  and  that  a  more  thorough  appreciation  of  what 
the  traveling  library  stands  for  may  be  accomplished.  This 
the  Library  Extension  Committee  hopes  to  accomplish  in 
the  future. 

The  work  of  the  Library  Extension  Department  must  be 
through  individual  club  effort,  best  secured  by  a  standing 
committee  on  traveling  libraries,  the  object  of  which  is 
to  establish  in  each  county  a  circuit  of  traveling  libraries 
for  children,  in  standard  history,  biography,  fiction,  and 
poetry.  That  the  popularity  and  success  of  these  traveling 
libraries  may  be  assured,  the  Committee  urges  that  clubs 
organizing  libraries  provide  a  fair  proportion  of  books  of 
recent  publication. 
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The  ultimate  object  of  the  Department  is  to  create  within 
the  people  a  desire  for  better  homes,  cleaner  homes,  a 
demand  for  common  school  education,  and  such  a  thirst  for 
knowledge  that  there  shall  be  in  each  home  at  least  one 
shelf  of  well-read  bo'oks,  and  in  each  town  and  village  one 
well-equipped  public  school  and  its  necessary  complement,  a 
free  public   library. 


EDUCATION  DEPARTMENT 

Mrs.  F.  L.  Stevens,  Chairman,  Raleigh 

Three  clubs  of  the  Federation  have  distinct  departments 
of  education,  but  many  are  doing  definite  work  in  bringing 
about  improvement  in  educational  conditions  in  the  State. 
The  Education  Department  has  directed  its  work  along  the 
following  lines  and  is  seeking  the  co-operation  of  all  clubs  in 
the  following: 

1.  Increase  in  salaries  particularly  among  women 
teachers  of  the  State. 

2.  The  lengthening  of  the  school  term  in  our  rural 
districts. 

3.  The  establishment  of  rural  agricultural  high  schools. 

4.  Compulsory  education  laws. 

5.  The  appointment  of  women  upon  school  boards. 

6.  The  formation  of  mothers'  clubs,  whose  work  will 
bring  about  a  closer  union  between  home  and  school. 

Particularly  fine  work  was  done  by  one  club  in  the 
establishment  of  a  night  school  for  factory  children.  Other 
clubs  are  urged  to  take  up  similar  work. 

The  Department  has  the  honor  to  present  to  the  Federa- 
tion eight  scholarships,  one  from  the  State  University  and 
seven  from  the  State  Agricultural  and  Mechanical  College, 
to  be  placed  by  a  committee  selected  by  the  Executive  Board. 

Since  the  Federation  meeting  three  additional  scholarships 
have  been  given  us — two,  with  $55.00  each  in  money  by 
Trinity  College,  and  one  by  Wake  Forest  College. 
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CIVIC   DEPARTMENT 

Miss  Elizabeth  Schwarberg,  Chairman,  Southern  Pines 

Out  of  twenty  towns  represented  in  the  Federation  sixteen 
report  organized  effort  along  the  line  of  civic  improvement. 
Five  clubs  have  this  year  added  this  department  to  their 
club  work. 

Let  these  be  among  the  aims  for  the  coming  year: 

1.  To  promote  in  every  possible  way  the  establishment 
of  sanitary  and  beautiful  conditions  in  and  about  our 
community. 

2.  To  create  and  foster  an  interest  in  the  planting  and 
preservation  of  native  American  hardy  trees,  vines,  and 
shrubs. 

3.  To  work  for  the  intelligent  improvement  of  condi- 
tions in  and  about  the  public  school  houses. 

4.  To   organize  civic  leagues  among  the  school  children. 

5.  To  have  an  Arbor  Day  celebration  each  year. 

6.  To  hold  a  civic  meeting  March  10th  of  each  year, 
with  a  good  program  covering  civic  topics  to  be  handled 
by  people  capable  of  a  practical  and  scientific  demonstra- 
tion of  the  subject. 


ART  DEPARTMENT 

Mrs.  E.  R.  Michaux,  Chairman,  Greensboro 

Six  clubs  have  reported  a  separate  department  for  the 
study  of  art.  One  club  devotes  its  entire  time,  and  many 
of  the  literary  clubs  devote  a  part  of  the  year  to  the  study 
of  subjects  along  the  line  of  art.  Many  pictures  have  been 
given  to  both  city  and  rural  schools — one  club  reporting  over 
200  pictures  mounted  and  placed  in  the  schools  of  one  county. 
Six  clubs  secured  the  Traveling  Art  Gallery,  sent  out  by 
the  General  Federation,  the  public  being  invited  to  the 
exhibitions.     The  chairman  recommends: 
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1.  That  eacli  club,  whether  an  art  club  or  a  literary  club, 
send  out  a  number  of  copies  of  famous  pictures  (e.  g.  Perry- 
pictures)   in   connection  with  the  rural  libraries. 

2.  That  each  club  secure  The  Gallery  of  Pictures  by 
American  Artists,  to  be  obtained  by  writing  to  Mrs.  J.  B. 
Sherwood,  530  Monroe  Street,  Chicago. 

3.  That  each  club  during  a  part  of  the  year  study 
' '  Art  as  Applied  to  the  Home ' ',  which,  together  with  various 
other  outlines,  may  be  secured  from  Mrs.  Sherwood. 

4.  That  as  individuals  and  as  clubs  we  strive  to  promote 
an  appreciation  of  all  that  is  beautiful. 


MUSIC    DEPARTMENT 

Mrs.  C.  C.  Hook,  Chairman,  Charlotte 

In  the  April  number  of  The  Federation  Bulletin  there  is 
an  article  which  says  that  club  reports  are  dry,  and  a  report 
is  given  which  comes  from  a  scion  club  which  it  says 
''records  a  failure  which  is  so  witty  and  interesting  that  it 
sounds  like  the  acme  of  success".  Would  that  the  chairman 
of  music  could  so  cleverly  tell  of  her  failures  that  the 
N.  C.  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs  would  think  that  she 
has  been  a  success. 

I  do  want  to  thank  the  clubs  for  ready  responses  to  the 
letters  I  have  written,  and  again,  to  thank  especially  the 
clubs  that  have  adopted  the  suggestion  made  in  the  Con- 
vention last  year  and  through  the  columns  of  The  Keystone: 
''that  one  meeting  during  the  year  be  given  to  a  musical 
study  or  program. ' '  Six  clubs  have  done  this  and  each  writes 
enthusiastically  of  the  delightful  results  of  each  meeting. 

Some  of  the  clubs  have  studied,  besides  the  ever  new  and 
inspiring  classical  subjects,  modern  music  and  musicians, 
school  ballads,  patriotic  music,  ' '  Songs  and  Legends  of  the 
Sea",  "American  Composers  and  their  Music",  while  others 
have  looked  into  ' '  The  Origin  and  Growth  of  Church  Music ' ' 
and  have  had  well  known  musicians  in  the  State  to  give  illus- 
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trated  lectures  on  the  Oratorios.  One  club  has  organized  a 
choral  society  which  gives  promise  of  fine  work  in  the 
future;  an  older  club  chorus  in  another  club  was  invited  to 
sing  at  the  Jamestown  Exposition  in  a  competition  contest 
for  a  loving  cup. 

Nearly  all  the  clubs  claim  the  privilege  of  having 
music  at  their  meetings  and  a  number  report  that  they  try 
to  have  some  music  each  time.  But  along  the  line  of  hard 
work  I  think  one  club  in  particular  deserves  special  com- 
mendation for  its  effort  to  pay  for  the  piano  placed  by 
them  in  the  public  school.  Surely  this  is  a  thing  that  would 
come  as  a  blessing  to  any  school  without  a  piano,  and  the 
clubs  could  do  no  better  work  than  to  buy  or  to  influence  the 
school  commissioners  to  buy  pianos  for  their  schools. 


PUBLICATION  DEPARTMENT 

Miss  Gertrude  Weil,  Chairman,  Goldsboro 

The  Publication  Chairman  has  edited  the  North  Carolina 
column  in  nine  numbers  of  The  Keystone.  This  column  has 
contained  an  account  of  the  1907  Convention,  messages,  and 
reports  from  officers  and  department  chairmen,  and  reports 
from  individual  clubs. 

Outside  the  North  Carolina  column  have  appeared  articles 
on  the  Stonewall  Jackson  Training  School  and  the  Mrs. 
Stonewall  Jackson  Scholarship  Fund. 

Clubs  are  urged  to  contribute  frequently  to  the  North 
Carolina  column  and  to  place  more  numerous  subscriptions 
for  The  Keystone. 


INDUSTRIAL  AND  CHILD  LABOR  DEPARTMENT 

Mrs.  D.  Y.  Cooper,  Chairman,  Henderson 

Among  other  duties  for  the  past  year,  your  Chairman 
was  appointed  to  take  up  the  work  along  the  line  of  the  Stone- 
wall Jackson  Training  School.   I,  as  one  of  the  trustees,  have 
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attended  several  meetings  and  can  report  good  progress  and 
results.  A  suitable  site  was  donated  by  tlie  people  of  Con- 
cord. Mr.  Thompson,  of  Concord,  has  been  elected  Superin- 
tendent and  is  now  in  charge  of  the  work.  At  the  last 
meeting  of  the  trustees  an  adjoining  piece  of  land  was 
bought.  It  was  decided  to  commence  work  at  once  and  erect 
two  buildings.  I  have  written  to  every  federated  club  in 
North  Carolina  asking  each  to  come  to  this  meeting  pre- 
pared with  a  pledge,  so  that  we  may  be  in  position  to  assume 
the  building  of  a  library  or  some  other  necessary  building 
as  our  memorial.  Besides  sums  already  pledged,  three 
hundred  and  twenty  dollars  have  been  pledged  at  this  con- 
vention. 

I  earnestly  ask  the  co-operation  of  every  club  woman  in 
this  Christian  and  charitable  work.  Truly  it  should  be 
largely  woman's  work  to  try  to  save  '^Christ's  little  ones", 
the  neglected  and  vicious.  It  must  appeal  to  every  mother's 
and  sister 's  heart,  for  we  are  all  connected,  by  some  tie,  with 
a  little  boy. 


RECIPROCITY   DEPARTMENT 

Mrs.  G.  W.  Whitsett,  Chairman,  Greensboro 

Seventeen  clubs  observed  Keciprocity  Day,  The  Depart- 
ment sent  out  forty-eight  letters;  twenty  papers  and  fourteen 
year  books  have  been  exchanged. 

I  would  recommend  again  that  one  woman  from  each  town 
where  a  federated  club  exists  be  appointed  to  serve  on  the 
Eeciprocity  Committee,  also  that  the  year  book  of  each  club 
be  sent  to  the  Chairman  immediately  after  publication. 


CHILD   STUDY  DEPARTMENT 

Mrs.  Robert  R.  Gotten,  Chairman,  Bruce 

All  the  departmental  clubs  in  the  Federation — five  in 
number — have  departments  of  child  study  which  have  been 
in  existence  for  from  one  to  nine  years.     The  lines  of  study 
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pursued  by  these  clubs  being  too  divergent  to  unite  in  one 
program,  the  clubs  are  left  to  choose  their  own  paths  of 
advancement. 

The  activities  of  one  of  the  clubs  began  with  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  free  kindergarten,  which  has  since  developed 
into  a  play  house  in  the  factory  district  of  that  town,  the 
work  being  based  on  the  day  nursery  idea  with  the  purpose  of 
better  fitting  the  children  of  the  mill  operatives  for  school 
when  they  shall  have  reached  school  age.  Attendance  upon 
mothers'  meetings  in  the  graded  schools  has  been  a  general 
feature.  Teachers  have  been  invited  to  occasional  meetings 
with  members  of  the  child  study  departments,  with  a  view 
to  co-operation  between  the  home  and  the  school.  Several 
open  lectures  on  pertinent  subjects  were  provided  by  these 
clubs  and  many  practical  talks  were  given.  Occasionally  the 
school  superintendent  spoke  at  these  meetings,  and  in  one 
instance  a  local  physician  instructed  the  mothers  on  the 
physical  care  of  the  child. 

All  the  departments  report  an  increase  of  interest  in  the 
subject.  This  is  encouraging,  but  I  would  like  to  see  this 
department  the  most  popular  and  the  best  attended  depart- 
men't  in  each  club,  not  only  because  of  our  love  for  our 
own  children  and  the  desire  to  promote  their  welfare,  but 
because  the  child  is  the  hope  of  the  race  and  on  the  welfare 
and  progress  of  the  child  depends  the  welfare  and  progress 
of  humanity,  which  fact  makes  paramount  that  the  mother 
should  have  knowledge  of  the  needs  of  the  child  and  the 
wisest  way  to  meet  those  needs. 


HOUSEHOLD  ECONOMICS  DEPARTMENT 

Dr.  E.  Delia  Dixon-Carroll,  Chairman,  Raleigh 

Six  clubs  of  the  Federation  have  domestic  science  depart- 
ments. They  report  work  for  the  year  as  being  demonstra- 
tions in  cookery.     Very  few  clubs  have  gone  very  much  into 
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the  other  branches  of  the  home  science.  One  club  has 
entered,  judging  by  its  program,  into  a  much  larger  field, 
going  into  the  larger  work  of  discussion  of  all  branches  of 
the  science. 

This  year  I  would  especially  recommend  that  the  branch 
of  domestic  science,  as  taught  in  schools,  be  thoroughly 
investigated  and  made  a  matter  of  club  work.  It  is  impera- 
tive, if  school  domestic  science  is  taught,  that  it  be  under 
a  trained  teacher  and  not  merely  under  a  good  teacher  of 
fancy  cooking. 

General  criticism  is  arising  among  school  boards  at  what 
they  term  a  waste  of  funds,  the  spending  money  on  teaching 
girls  the  way  to  make  fancy  cakes  when  they  can't  make 
a  good  cup  of  coffee  or  a  'Hurn-over  cake  of  corn  bread". 
The  indications  are  that  the  chemistry  of  foods,  food  adultera- 
tions, the  economy  of  food  stuffs,  and  the  general  manage- 
ment of  an  ordinary  Southern  house  with  grounds  and 
gardens  is  of  vastly  more  importance  than  the  teaching  as 
it  now  is. 

If  the  clubs  urge  the  wise  move  of  putting  in  trained 
economists  the  situation  will  be  much  improved  and  the  accu- 
mulating prejudice  removed. 


LITERATURE  DEPARTMENT 

Miss  Adelaide  L.  [Pries,  Chairman,  Winston- Salem 

The  first  year  of  any  department  must  of  necessity  be 
very  much  of  an  experiment,  especially  to  the  chairman. 

Last  October  a  letter  was  sent  to  each  of  the  clubs  which 
appeared  from  the  1906- '07  year  book  to  be  doing  literary 
work.  This  letter  contained  three  suggestions,  the  first 
being  that  the  clubs  should  send  their  year  books  or  club 
programs  to  the  chairman.  Only  eight  clubs  complied  with 
this  request — not  enough  to  give  a  comprehensive  view  of 
the  field.  In  March,  therefore,  printed  blanks  were  sent 
out,  and  from  the  replies  so  obtained  the  following  details  are 
drawn : 
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In  1907- '08  there  were  33  clubs  in  tlie  Federation,  and 
26  of  these  were  study  clubs  or  had  a  literature  department — 
approximately  500  of  the  1000  members  of  the  Federation 
were  studying  literature.  Nineteen  of  the  26  clubs  filled 
out  and  returned  the  blanks  already  mentioned,  so  the  state- 
ments for  1907- '08  are  based  upon  a  study  of  19  clubs. 

Six  clubs  followed  suggestions  sent  out  in  the  fall  for 
the  celebration  of  the  Whittier  Centennial.  Eight  clubs 
have  contributed  to  the  Mrs.  Stonewall  Jackson  Scholarship 
Fund,  the  total  contribution  amounting  to  $65.40.  The  sub- 
jects which  were  studied  presented  an  interesting  variety. 
Six  clubs  had  taken  English  Literature,  one  had  taken 
American  Literature,  one  Italian  Literature,  one  had  dis- 
cussed Famous  Women  and  nine  had  taken  certain  countries, 
studying  their  history,  literature,  and  present  conditions. 
Six  clubs  used  the  Bay  View  courses.  Most  of  the  clubs  meet 
twice  a  month,  one  meets  weekly,  three  meet  four  or  five 
times  a  year.  When  one  realizes  how  many  members  belong 
to  these  clubs  it  is  evident  that  a  great  deal  of  real,  solid, 
earnest  work  is  being  done,  for  not  only  do  the  meetings 
themselves  take  time,  but  the  preparation  of  lessons  and 
papers  requires  both  time  and  mental  effort,  and  an  average 
of  two  or  three  hours  a  week  given  to  study  means  much 
in  the  midst  of  the  busy,  active  lives  our  members  lead. 

A  circular  letter  was  sent  in  June  to  each  club  in  the 
Literature  Department  and  this  opportunity  is  taken  to 
repeat  two  requests: 

1.  That  each  club  will  make  an  appropriation  during  the 
winter  to  the  Mrs.  Stonewall  Jackson  Scholarship  Fund,  which 
is  being  established  in  honor  of  Mrs.  Jackson  and  for  the 
benefit  of  Southern  girls. 

2.  That  the  President  of  each  club  in  the  Literature 
Department  will  take  the  earliest  opportunity  of  sending 
to  the  chairman  an  outline  of  the  work  planned  by  her 
club  for  the  coming  year.

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CONSTITUTION 


AETICLE  I. 

Name 

This  organization  shall  be  known  as  ''The  North  Carolina 
Federation  of  Women  's  Clubs  ' '. 

AETICLl^]  11. 

Object 

The  object  of  this  Federation  shall  be  to  bring  together 
the  several  Women's  Clubs  of  the  State  for  mutual  benefit. 

ARTICLE   III. 
Officers  and  Delegates 

Section  1.  The  general  officers  shall  be  President,  First 
Vice-President,  Second  Vice-President,  Recording  Secretary, 
Corresponding  Secretary,  Tr(;asurer,  Auditor,  and  General 
Federation  State  Secretary.  These,  with  the  Chairmen  of 
Departments,  shall  constitute  the  Executive  Board,  which 
shall  transact  the  business  of  the  State  Federation,  subject 
to  its  direction,  and  make  a  full  re[)ort  at  each  annual 
meeting.  A  quorum  shall  consist  of  five  members.  Meetings 
of  this  Board  shall  be  held  at  the  call  of  the  President. 

Section  2.  The  Executive  Board  and  the  Presidents  of 
Clubs  or  their  appointees  shall  constitute  a  Board  of  Direc- 
tors to  consider  and  promote  such  measures  as  shall  be  for 
the  interest  of  the  State  Federation.  The  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  shall  be  held  during  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Federation,  one-third  of  the  members  constituting 
a  quorum. 
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Section  3.  The  general  ofS.cers  shall  be  elected  annually 
by  ballot.  Each  name  offered  shall  be  considered  a  nominee. 
A  majority  vote  of  those  present  entitled  to  vote  and  voting 
shall  constitute  an  election. 

Section  4.  No  member  shall  hold  more  than  one  office 
at  a  time,  and  no  two  general  officers  shall  be  from  the  same 
club,  except  the  President  and  Corresponding  Secretary  when 
desired. 

Section  5.  Each  Federated  Club  shall  be  entitled  to  be 
represented  by  its  President,  or  her  appointee,  and  by  one 
Delegate,  such  representation  increasing  to  three  for  clubs 
of  one  hundred  or  more  members,  and  to  four  for  clubs  of 
two  hundred  or  more  members.  Each  President  and  Delegate 
present  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote.  One  of  these  shall 
give  a  report  of  Club  work.  In  case  a  Club  cannot  send  a 
Delegate,  a  written  report  shall  be  accepted. 

Section  6.  The  members  of  the  Convention  entitled  to 
vote  shall  be:  The  General  Officers  of  the  Federation  in 
person,  the  heads  of  departments  in  person,  and  the  Dele- 
gates from  each  Club.  Where  only  one  Delegate  from  a  Club 
is  present,  the  Club  is  entitled  to  only  one  vote. 

Section  7.  Members  of  Clubs  belonging  to  the  State 
Federation  may  be  present  at  the  annual  meeting  and  may 
take  part  in  discussion,  but  shall  not  introduce  motions  or 
vote. 

AETICLE  IV. 

Section  1^  'Any  Club  of  ten  members  or  more  desiring 
to  join  this  Federation  should  make  application  to  the 
Corresponding  Secretary. 

Section  2.  Clubs  may  be  admitted  to  membership  by 
a  unanimous  vote  of  the  General  Officers  of  the  Federation. 

AETICLE  V. 
Meetings 
Section  1.     Meetings  shall  be  held  annually.     The  Execu- 
tive Board  will  decide  the  time  after  the  invitation  has  been 
extended. 
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Section  2.  Mrs.  Fox's  book  on  Parliamentary  Usage  for 
Women's  Clubs  shall  be  the  authority  for  the  conduct  of 
all  meetings. 

AETICLE  VI. 

Committee  of  Arrangements 

The  ofQ.cers,  together  with  a  committee  from  the  Club 
with  which  the  State  Federation  is  invited  to  meet,  shall 
be  authorized  to  arrange  for  the  exercises  of  the  annual 
meeting. 

AETICLE  VII. 

Dues 

The  annual  dues  from  each  Club  shall  be  ten  cents  per 
capita,  payable  to  the  State  Treasurer  at  least  one  month 
before  the  annual  meeting. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Amendments 

This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  meeting  of  the 
State  Federation  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  notice  of  the  proposed 
amendment  having  been  appended  to  the  call  of  the  meeting. 
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BY-LAWS 


1.  The  President  of  the  North  Carolina  Federation  shall 
preside  at  all  of  its  meetings,  and  shall  be  ex-of&cio  Chairman 
of  the  Executive  Board. 

2.  The  Vice-Presidents,  in  the  order  of  their  election,  shall 
perform  the  duties  of  the  President  in  her  absence. 

3.  The  Eecording  Secretary  shall  keep  the  minutes  of  the 
Executive  Board  meetings  and  of  all  the  sessions  of  the 
Convention.  She  shall  prepare  the  Year  Book  and  have  it 
in  circulation  as  early  as  possible. 

4.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  general 
correspondence  of  the  Federation.  She  shall  keep  a  list  of 
all  Federated  Clubs  and  shall  send  out  all  notices  of  meetings. 

5.  The  Treasurer  shall  collect  and  hold  all  money  belong- 
ing to  the  North  Carolina  Federation  and  shall  deposit  it 
subject  to  the  order  of  the  Executive  Board  in  some  reliable 
savings  bank.  Her  accounts  shall  be  audited  annually,  and 
an  annual  report  made  by  her  to  the  Executive  Board. 

6.  The  General  Officers  shall  appoint  all  committees, 
including  State  Chairmen  of  the  various  Departments. 

7.  There  shall  be  no  salaried  officers.  Necessary  ex- 
penses incurred  by  the  officers  in  the  service  of  the  Federa- 
tion may  be  refunded  from  the  Treasury  by  order  of  the 
Executive  Board. 

8.  One  day  during  the  Federation  shall  be  devoted 
entirely  to  business.
